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MRS. WOLFF’S STORY. 


She Tells of her Acquaint­ 
ance with Wilson. 


THREATS AGAINST HER HUSBAND. 


They Met on a Schooner and Lived 
Together in a Cabin a t San 
Juan-by-the-Sea. 


The Wolff-Peterson trial continued 
through the day yesterday in Departm ent 
One of the Superior Court where Judge 
G ardiner occupies Judge Cheney’s place, 
the latter holding court in Departm ent 
Two. A number of spectators were pres­ 
ent, attracted by the fact that Mrs. 
Wolff was to give her version of the story 
for the defense. 
During the morning a 
num ber of unim portant witnesses were 
called. Edw ard W eber who testified to 
the m arks on Wilson’s neck given, the 
defendant claimed, in a straggle with 
W ilson. 
Wttiiam Kelly, who told of the 
drinking habits and quarrelsome dispo­ 
sition of the deceased, testimony which 
was corrobora*ed by W. Fish, and L. 
Johnson, the short-hand reporter, who 
took the testimony in the lower court, 
who testified as to seme points in ^ „ iCq 
^ he witness T h e is e n * imed to have been 
wrongly reported. 
In the afternoon session Mrs. B ertha 
Wolff took the stand in her own defense, 
as well as for her husband and Peter­ 
son. Mrs. Wolff íb a large, unattractive 
woman, but the cool, firm way in which 
she speaks shows that Bhe possesses un­ 
usual strength of character and intelli­ 
gence. She speaks English well, and 
her testimony was unique in its freedom 
from the irrelevant material which most 
inexperienced witnesses are inclined to 
m ix in with what they have to tell. 
At 
the close she was heartily congratulated 
by her lawyer on the composure she had 
displayed and the excellent manner in 
which she had told her story. Her cross­ 
exam ination will take place to-day. 
“ My nam e,” said she, “ is Mrs. Bertha 
Wolff, and I am 21 years of age. 
My 
husband and I and Peterson came from 
Mendcoino county on a schooner, in­ 
tending to go to San Diego to obtain 
work there. 
W hen we were lying off 
Catalina, Wilson, whom I had never 
seen before, came on board, and the 
captain asked him to dinner. 
He told 
us that there would be more work at 
San Juan than at San Diego, and advised 
that we go ashore there. 
He said that 
the 
hotel 
there 
was 
full 
of 
Mexicans, 
and 
no 
place 
for 
a 
lady, 
but 
that 
he 
had 
cabin half a mile from town, a small 
one, only 15 by 18 feet, but still large 
enough for me and my husband. 
We 
finally consented to the arrangement 
and took our goods ashore to the cabin. 
We hadn’t much stuff and I had only $15 
in money. I slept behind a cloth parti­ 
tion and the other three in the room out­ 
side. 
We had been there only a few days 
when Wilson asked me for some money 
during the absence of my husband. He 
Baid he wanted it for drink and I refused 
to give it to him. W hen my husband got 
back and I told him how Wilson had be­ 
haved he was very angry, and he told 
Wilson what he thought of him . 
Then 
Wilson caught my husband by the throat 
and choked him until he was black and 
blue. I jum ped upand said “ 0 atop th a t!” 
Then he said “ You will get the sam e.” 
My husband said “ If you don’t want us 
here in your house why didn’t you say 
so.” Mr. Wolff went away and Peterson 
was going too, but I asked him to stay 
over 
night, 
so that people would 
so t 
talk 
about 
us 
and 
he 
did so. 
W hi'e they were both away 
Wilson ask-nl whether he had done 
wrong, and I said he ought to apologiz9. 
Then he tried to make up to me and 
begged me to get a divorce from my 
husband and live with him. “ As soon as 
Íou tell me,” said he, “ that you love me, 
will kill him to get him out of the 
way.” 
He then showed me a big knife, 
and put it down in a sheath inside of his 
trousers in front, and said, as he did so, 
“ This will come very handv if you come 
to love m e.” 
He was perfectly sober. 
My husband was gone down town to 
get a team to take our things away. 
He 
sent Peterson back, for he was alraid to 
come himself. 
While I was packing up 
alone in the cabin with Wilson he came 
up and put his arm s around my neck and 
kissed me and said, “ You are too good 
to be left alone. I am a better man than 
your husband and can make 
more 
money. 
I t hurts me to have you go 
away.” 
Won’t you write m e?” 
But 
I refused to do it. 
I left him him in 
the cabin and went to the hotel. 
I told 
m y husband that we had better move 
down to Santa Ana to get away from 
Wilson. I went down myself to Santa 
Ana and made arrangements for us to 
live there. We tried to swear out a war­ 
rant for the arrest of Wilson, and tried to 
have him bound over to keep the peace, 
for he kept threatening my husband. 
On the morning of the 23rd Peterson 
h a I to go up to San Juan to collect some 
money th a t was due him , and he hired a 
team and a one-seated wagon. W hen he 
drove up I said if it didn’t coat any more 
to have a two-seated wagon we might all 
go, for I would like the ride and so would 
the baby. 
We never talked of hurting 
Wilson. 
We passed a saloon in S.+n 
Juan Capistrano where Wilson was sit­ 
ting. This was about 11 o’clock in the 
morning. 
We went on to San Juan-by- 
the-Sea, and hitched near tho pavilion 
while my husband and Wilson went into 
s saloon and stayed there an hour.

don’t think they drank much. 
We 
then drove to Sharpe’s hotel, where 
Peterson wanted toco.lect some money 
which the proprietor owed him. 
sharp 
was not in and when Peteison came 
back to the wagon where we were, Wil­ 
son came up. 
He asked a good many 
?[uestions about where we were staying 
n Santa Ana, but I would not tell him 
the number. I advised my husband, 
who was holding the lines, to drive 
away. W e went around to the corral by 
the side of the house and got out to take 
dinner 
in 
the 
hotel. 
Wilson came 
mrouad as my husband was tying the 
horses. 
“ Wolff,” said he, “ you had better 
look out, for I shall not rest until I see 
you lying dead at my feet.” 
My hnsband said, “ If you w ant any­ 
thing from me, come around in front of 
the hotel where everybody can see os.” 
“ We can do it here just as well,” said 
Wilson. 
“ No,” said Mr. Wolff, “ I want that 
there Bhonld be witnesses.” 
I expected trouble, but I saw th at 
there was a m an on the porch, and 1 
hoped that he wonld interfere. I knew 
Wilson carried a knife, for I had ofton 
seen it in his pocket. 
We all went tor- 
ward together in front of the hotel. My 
husband said “ Did yon not say th a t you 
kit sed my wife?” and Wilson answered 
in a low tone, f,l didn’t.” Then my 
husband said “Didn’t ron write to her ?” 
and Wilson answered “I had no other 


way to let her know that I loved her.’’ 
Then he sprang forward, and my has- 
band 
stepped 
back 
so 
that 
I 
couldn’t see w hat he did, but he 
fired 
two 
shots, 
and 
Wilson fell 
on the hotel porch. 
After that I was too 
much excited to know w hether he fired 
more or not. The baby began to crv. 
We went back to the wagon and I saiu : 
“ This is a fine dinner you have given 
us.” W e got in and my husband said, 
“ Drive to Orange and I will give myself 
p.” Then the people rushed out and 
-Jr. Pope had a rifle which he aimed at 
m y husband to shoot him , but I jumped 
in between holding up the baby. 
I did 
not sav that I was glad mv husband had 
done the deed nor that Wilson deserved 
w hat he got, but I did talk a great deal 
to keep them from killing Mr. Wolff, and 
I was too excited to remember all that I 
said. 
The court adjourned until 
10 this 
morning.

this oil lasts the pavement rem ains in 
perfect condition. The company has the 
contract for paving Fort street and is 
ready to commence its work as soon as 
the sewers are put in from Temple strict 
south.

He held the nistol up in the air and fired 
another shot, and then against his head 
After this last shot he fell, face down­ 
ward, on the sidewalk,”

W orlsten, alias Ed. Edwards, a native of 
New Jersey, aged 35, single, came to his 
death from gun-shot wounds in the head 
and side, inflicted with a pistol in his 
own hand, with intent to commit suicide.

POLICE PURIFIERS. 


Charges, Countercharges and 
Concessions. 


PAVEMENT-l'OUKDERS PUNISHED. 


T he 
Com m issioners Compelled to 
L isten to Long: and L engthy 
Com plaints. 


The Police Commissioners met yester­ 
day afternoon to investigate the charges 
against Captain Loomis and Officers M a­ 
guire and Van Luven. Mayor W orkman 
was in the chair and Mr. Hum phreys 
and Chief Benedict present. 
The pro­ 
ceedings opened with Captain Loomis' 
case. 
Attorney Lockwood appeared for 
the prosecution and Major Horace Bell 
for Captain Loomis. 
Mr. Lockwood 
asked for a continuance on the ground 
th at one Ah Kim and one Sm ith were in 
San Diego and were im portant witnesses. 
It was decided to hear the witnesses on 
hand and ex-Detective Officer McCarthy 
took the stand. 
He testified substan­ 
tially to the effect that Captain Loomis, 
in March and April, 1887, when Sergeant 
of the force, protected the fan-tan game 
of Ah Mow, a Chinam an who holds forth 
in 
or 
near 
the 
Chinese 
Theatre 
building. 
M cCarthy 
testified 
that 
on several occasions Loomis ordered him 
not to pull Ah Mow’s game bs he 
(Loomis) wished to use Ah Mow. Loomis 
was in the habit of visiting Ah Mow and 
was often closeted with him . 
Attorney 
Bell subjected McCarthy to a lengthy 
cross-examination with the possible in­ 
tent to rattle the witness, but failed of 
th at intention. 
Mayor W orkman asked if he, Me 
Carthy, knew of any games th at were at 
th at time paying money for police pro­ 
tection. 
M cCarthy bad heard 
such 
rumors, but knew nothing as to the 
facts. 
M cCarthy 
said 
further 
that 
Loomis once said to him in the presence 
of Officer Bowler that the Mayor had in­ 
tim ated th at he (Loomis) was being 
bribed 
to 
protect Chinese gambling 
places. This “ riled” Captain Loomis, 
who grew white with passion and shouted 
to M cCarthy, “ You know you lie*” Af­ 
ter some questions by the Mayor and the 
Chief, M cCarthy’s testimony closed. 
Officer Dixon was sworn, and testified 
th at at the time set forth 
Sergeant 
Loomis ordered him to pall the other 
games before Ah 
Mow’s 
game was 
touched, as the latter was giving infor­ 
mation to Loomis, and th at Loomis fre­ 
quently visited Ah Mow in private. Out­ 
side of this Dixon’s testimony was imina 
terial. 
During Officer Dixon’s testimony Mr. 
Lockwood was compelled to leave, and 
asked for a continuance. 
At this stage Mr. Hum phreys waB evi­ 
dently in favor of dismissing the case, 
but the Mayor objected to any snap- 
judgment. 
Ah Mow him self, who said lie “ sabed1 
Melican m an’s Joas, was sworn, and tes­ 
tified that he never gave Loomis any 
money or information. 
Officer Bosqui was sworn and testified 
th at in the m onths under consideration 
the gambling games in Chinatown were 
raided w ithout distinction, and that at 
the time th at McCarthy thought Ah 
Mow’s game was running it was closed, 
and th at Ah Mow had given information 
which helped in the raiding of other 
games. 
Captain I.oomis was next sworn and 
said that he had ordered the officers at 
Chinatown to raid all games, but to hold 
up for a while on Ah Mow’s game, as 
Ah Mow was giving him valuable infor­ 
mation as to other games. He had often 
visited Ah Mow in his rooms for the pur­ 
pose of gaining information regarding 
other games and looking to their sup­ 
pression. In answer to a question by 
the Mayor, Captain Loomis said that he 
had 
often 
been 
offered 
money 
to 
let 
the 
games 
run, 
but 
had always refused it and had never 
taken a cent in the m anner indicated. 
Mr. McCarthy was recalled and asked 
by Major Bell if his relations with Cap- 
tuiu Loomis were pleasant. 
McCarthy 
replied that they were not unpleasant. 
Sergeant Davis was the next witness 
and testified that 6ome officer on the 
force said that he would give $100 to 
down Loomis; bat th at it was not Mc­ 
Carthy who said so. 
At this stage of the? proceedings the 
Chief and Mr. Hum phreys seemed dis 
posed to squelch the m atter but the Mayor 
held out for further investigation and 
the case was adjourned until 2 o’clock 
Friday. 
The charges against Officer Van Luveu 
were then 
entered 
into. 
Ex-Officer 
Doyle took the stand and testified that 
he sold Officer Van Luven a uniform 
coat for $15, which was to be paid for on 
the 1st of October. Doyle went for the 
money and Van Luven offered him $10, 
which Doyle refused 
and then Van 
Luven threw the coat on the floor and 
told Doyle to “ go to hell” with his coat. 
Officer Van Luven made a statem ent 
to the effect that he borrowed the coat 
and did not buy it. 
He wore the coat 
six days and then offered Doyle $10 for 
it because he had worn it. At this point 
Doyle and Van Luven had some sharp 
words and the case was indefinitely post­ 
poned, pending the hearing of other 
witnesses. 
The following com plaint 
was theD 
read: 
Los A n g k i.e s , October 9th, 1888. 
I hereby charge Officer Maguire with 
neglect of his duty as a peace officer, and 
aiding and abetting several roughs in 
creating a disturbance on the night of 
October 4th, instead of representing such 
as was his duty. 
And further aBk and 
am ready to prove the same at such time 
as the Honorable Board of Police may 
designate. 
And proof of said charge 
being given, I ask that said officer be 
dismissed from the force. 
L e w is L e v t . 
306 N. Main street. 
Mr. Levy and other witnesses testified 
th a t 
Officer Maguire refused to arrest 
some rough characters who were creat­ 
ing a disturbance in Levy's store. 
Officer Arnaz testified to the occur­ 
rence, and that Maguire threatened to 
arrest Mr. Levy while he (Arnaz) and 
Levy was attem pting to arrest one of the 
rioters. 
Officer Maguire testified in his own 
behalf and said th at Mr. Levy was quite 
as much to blame as the ones charged 
w ith creating the disturbance, and th at 
there was no occasion to arrest anyone. 
He adm itted th at he suggested that no 
arrest be made and that ne said he would 
pull Mr. Levy if he did not keep quiet 
and stay in the store. 
, 
Several other witnesses testified. 
One 
said th at there was no disturbance of any 
account, and others that there was. 
At 
the conclusion of the testimony Mr. Levy 
urged th at Maguire be dismissed from 
the force. Upon motion of Chief Bene­ 
dict Officer Maguire was suspended unlil 
further orders. 
P. Ballade withdrew his charge agaii st 
Officer Arnaz regarding an unpaid bill. 
Officer Van Luveu was again called up 


on the charge of assault made by W . J. 
Davidson, who is a cripple. 
Mr. David­ 
son testified that while he was waiting 
for a car Officer Van Luven told him to 
move on and violently pushed him and 
hurt him , and threatened to throw him 
on his head in the street. Two different 
witnesses testified that Van Luven rude­ 
ly pushed the com plainant and said : 
“ G—d d —n you, I will throw you into 
the street.” 
Officer Van Luven produced witnesses 
who testified that he was all right in the 
matter. 
Officer Van Luven made a 
statem ent in his own behalf, and denied 
that he was violent, either in action or 
language. 
Mr. 
Hum phreys 
moved that the 
charge be dismissed. 
The worthy Mayor lectured the officer 
and the case was dismissed, all of the 
Board voting in the affirmative. 
Adjourned. 


MORE ROLLING STOCK. 


T l i c S o u t h e r n P a c i f i c P r e p a r i n g f o r 
t h e I t u k l i . 
The first of the four*mammoth engines 
that have been ordered by the Southern 
Pacific for service on the divisions north 
and south of this city have arrived, and 
othere will be here shortly. The loco­ 
motives, which are m anufactured at the 
Cook Works, Paterson, N. J ., are in­ 
tended for the overland passenger ser­ 
vice, and weigh fifty tons each. 
They 
are eight wheelers, and carry 18x24 
cylinders. 
The 
heavy 
weight 
is 
equally distributed, 
about two-thirds 
ot 
it being on the drivers. The big 
engine was sent out for a trial trip on 
the Santa Monica road yesterday, and 
although she frothed a little, did adm ir­ 
ably. 
Sue will be used for the freight 
service for a week or two until she is 
thoroughly broken in. 
About seventy 
more engines have yet to arrive before 
the order that the Southern Pacific sent 
East some time ago is completed, and of 
these b íx are yard engines and the bal­ 
ance freight and passenger locomotives. 
Twelve are consolidated engines for 
gt-rvice on the Tehachipe Mountain 
division which calls for the hardest 
work on the road. At the present time 
“ the Governor” íb the great stand-by for 
that work and although it has often been 
said that “ the Governor” is very expen­ 
sive to m aintain, the officials say that 
this is not so, as it pulls over a train of 
sixteen cars every day from Sumner to 
Telmchapi and brings another big load 
back, whereas two of the ordinary en­ 
gines can only haul twenty carloads. 
The S. P. has just sent East an order 
for 700 box and 400 flat cars, this 
being to reinforce the new 400 flat and 
1,200 box cars just received. The last of 
the fifty new toilet coaches built by the 
Pullman Company for the S. P. have 
arrived, an.l the local trains will be 
equipped with them at once. In addition 
to the two watch towers being erected at 
Polhemus and the C. C. crossing on the 
Tustin branch one is being put up on the 
W hittier branch. 
It will be maintained 
by both the Santa Fe and S. P., though 
the cost of erection will be borne by the 
latter company, it being a rule that the 
road making the crossing bears this ex­ 
pense. 


FIRST STREET PAVING. 


C it y A t t o r n e y D a l y S u f f t c i t i a lM a u 
f o r I m m e d i a t e A c ti o n . 
A reporter of the H e r a l d had his at* 
tention called to a communication in a 
morning 
contemporary 
yesterday 
in 
reference to City Attorney Daly, which, 
it was thought, gave rise to an unjust 
interpretation of his acts. As has been 
shown by Mr. Daly’s actions in the past 
he has been most active in favoring the 
progress of the city, and in the case of 
First street lie liad no hand in carrying 
the m atter into the courts, but on Mon­ 
day last when his opinion was asked in 
the Council he gave it to the effect that 
the questions which arose in the matter 
should be settled by the highest court 
so as to avoid further trouble on these 
questions. 
This was not to delay the 
paving of First street, but to settle ques­ 
tions which would otherwise arise con­ 
tinually. The reporter called on Mr. Daly 
to get his 
ideas on the subject of 
progress in the paving of First street. 
Mr. Daly said he had taken no part on 
the side of either contractor, but he had 
suggested a plan whereby First street 
could be pavod before winter and the 
points in question still go to the Supremo 
Court. 
His idea was th at both con­ 
tractors should work on the street, one 
commencing at one end and the other at 
the other end. 
They could do this ii 
each would give his consout, in writing, 
to the contract entered into by the Super­ 
intendent of Streets. 
If this was done 
the contractors could commence work 
immediately and 
pave 
toward 
each 
other, 
and 
the 
one 
who 
did 
the 
most 
work 
would 
get 
the 
most money. 
In the mean tim e the 
appeal could be taken to the Supreme 
Court on the questions of law involved 
and these were nearly all the undecided 
questions, except that of the liability of 
the citv. Mr. Daly said th at he had 
seen Mayor Workman and had made the 
suggestion as above to him and the 
Mayor was almost certain th at these ar­ 
rangem ents could be made between the 
contractors and the work go ahead.

Michigan Central, which is one of the 
roads Mr. Burr represents, after leaving 
Detroit, runs through Canada as far as 
the Niagara Falls, and the*question to 
be decided was w hether a Chinaman 
could be sent over this road to the 
Eastern 
part 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Mr. 
Burr 
communicated 
with headquarters, and in response re­ 
ceived the following dispatch yesterday 
from Mr. O. W. Ruggles, General Passen­ 
ger Agent: 
“ Under the Chinese Exclusion act 
recently passed aC hinam auonce leaving 
this coast cannot re-enter at any port of 
entry. 
For example, 
a Chinaman 
ticketed from San Francisco to New York, 
via 
the 
Michigan Central 
through 
Canada, would not be perm itted to re­ 
enter the U nited States at the Suspension 
bridge, and we would be liable to the 
Canadian Government for a fine of $50 
for each and every Chinaman. We must, 
therefore, decline the business.” 
Mr. Burr will therefore have to send 
his Chinese patrons over the Lake Shore 
road.

Yesterday was a gala day for street 
calamities, no less than six occurring at 
different points in the city. The first 
was abont noon when a runaw ay horse 
conveyed a buggy from Third and H ill 
streets to Second, where he headed 
down Second street, and after nearly 
innning over half a dozen people was 
stopped near the Hollenbeck and brought 
to the police station, where his owner 
soon put in an appearance and claimed 
his property. 


A WOULD-BE SENSATIONALIST. 
The next street excitem ent occurred a 
few minutes later when a horse evidently 
on his way home came trotting up 
Spring stree; with a top buggy in which 
no one was seated to guide his move­ 
ments. He went along dem urely enough, 
turning to the right and left as obstacles 
came in his way and adhering rigidly to 
the rules of the road. 
M atters not prov­ 
ing exciting enough for him on the main 
thoroughfare he turned into Franklin 
street, where two mounted policemen 
appeared on the scene and conveyed him 
to the police station. 
A COLLISION. 
About 1 o’clock the next excitem ent 
occurred, also on Spring street, when a 
street car ran into a watering cart. The 
watering cart was in the act of crossiog 
the car track in front of the Court House, 
where there is a hydrant, and the front 
end of the car bumped into it squarely, 
the horses of the car barely getting out of 
the way. 
A lady who was sitting on the 
front seat of the "car, though frightened 
considerably, did not leave her seat, and 
the other passengers kept their seats. 


CAUQIIT ON THE BAILS. 
Fifteen m inutes later, on San Fernan­ 
do street, near the Southern Pacific 
depot, another watering-cart got into 
trouble. The driver, with a full load of 
the precious fluid, was warned off the 
street car tracks by an approaching 
vehicle, and in turning one of the hind 
wheels caught in the rails, and wae 
jerked off completely, wrecking 
the 
wagon, and making the streets muddy 
and unpleasant for the rest of the day. 


A LADY HURT. 
The most serious and exciting of all 
was the next catastrophe, which was 
again enacted in the busiest part of the 
city, on Spring street. 
I t was abont 3 
o’clock and Prof. Ilider, of the Baptist 
College, formerly of Monrovia, was driv­ 
ing down Spring street, accompanied by 
his wife, in a one-horse buggy. A wheel 
of tho vehicle caught in thecable-car 
track and was wrenched off, and the ani­ 
mal,who,by the way, is of blooded stock, 
became excited and’leaped madly forward 
toward the sidewalk. 
Mr. Bell, of Bell, 
Curry & Co., had hid carriage stadniog 
there, and into this the rnnaway dashed, 
breaking its shafts and completely wreck­ 
ing it. 
Mr. Rider’s buggy was over­ 
turned and its occupants thrown heavily 
to the ground. Mrs. Rider was conveyed 
into the Santa Fe offices, outside* of 
which the wreck occurred, and her inju­ 
ries, which were not very serious, were 
attended to by the courteous officials 
there. The street, was alm ost blockaded 
with spectators of the wreck in a few 
minutes, showing how heavy the travel 
is on the business streets in midday. 


SOON STOPPED. 
It was 6 o’clock when the next disas­ 
ter afforded entertainm ent for passers- 
by, and this one was luckily not attended 
with serious consequences. 
M r. W. A. 
Clinton’s horse and buggy came ambling 
along past the Nadeau House without 
any one in charge, and when an attempt 
was made to stop the animal he resented 
and set off at full Bpeed. 
H e wus 
caught, however, before he had had 
time to do an} thing more disastrous than 
break the buggy ia a trifling mannor.

There is something very promising in 
the interest our people are taking in 
manufactures, of late. W hile there are 
of course various sources of grow th, and 
commerce and agriculture have been 
leading elem ents in the building up of 
cities, that plan which can add manufac­ 
tures to the other strong points is the 
surest to attain a substantial and endur­ 
ing prosperity. Los Angeles will also be 
a great railway center, a great point of 
attraction on account of climate, a com­ 
mercial emporium of steadily growing 
im portance, but there is no reason why 
she should not be as well celebrated for 
certain specialties in manufactures. 
Mr. M. L. Wicks, in his report to the 
citizens’ meeting Monday night, touched 
upon a number of thiDgs of great interest 
to thoughtful citizens of this section. 
We have in our petroleum deposits a 
resource of cheap fuel whose value and 
significance can scarcely be exaggerated 
In extent these measures have been pro­ 
nounced, on first-class scientific author­ 
ity, to be as extensive as any discovered 
on the American continent. They differ 
very essentially from the Pennsylvania 
coal measures, which discharge oil in 
almost inconceivable quantities—some­ 
tim es in quantities so great that it can 
scarcely be handled—for a short time 
and then give out. 
The producing area 
of both Pennsylvania, Ohio and Virginia 
has shifted very greatly of recent years. 
The deposits are quickly exhausted, and 
the regions which made the reputation 
of Coal Oil Johnny and other ephemeral 
millionaires are now barren. 
After dis­ 
charging prodigious quantities of oil for 
few weeks, months or years, as the 
case might be, they “ petered out.” 
On the contrary, in the Pico Cafion, 
in Los Angeles county, the wells are 
yielding just as reliably now as they 
were twelve years ago. 
All the geolo­ 
gical conditions, particularly the strati­ 
fication 
of 
the 
rock, 
here appear 
to 
be 
different from those of the 
oil 
fields 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 
Virginia 
and 
Canada. 
The source 
of 
supply evidently is 
referable 
to 
an extensive prism. 
Professor Denton, 
who made very elaborate investigations 
as to their extent and character, and 
who lectured upon them in this city, 
pronounced them superior in extent and 
durability to the Pennsylvania and other 
Eastern 
measures. 
Professor 
Den­ 
ton’s 
inquiries embraced th e Santa 
Paula and Sespe regions, although we 
believe that the Puente deposits h ad not 
at that time been discovered. 
H e pro­ 
nounced that whole oil territory specially 
valuable and probably perennial. Doubt­ 
less the Puente and southern measures 
have the same general characteristics of 
the country examined by Denton. 
Mr. Wick’s suggestion about piping oil 
from the Puente to Los Angeles is a val­ 
uable one, and we are surprised that it 
has not heretofore been acted upon. The 
distance is trifling, and the expense 
would be comparatively small. 
As 
basis for cheap fuel for manufacturing 
purposes, it would be invaluable. His 
statem ent that petroleum is shipped 
from 
Southern 
California 
to 
San 
Francisco, and there used to manufacture 
sand, which is brought from Monterey, 
into glass, is a very encouraging one to 
those who 
desire to see substantial 
industries established here. 
If these 
materials can be carried those great dis­ 
tances to be manufactured by San Fran­ 
ciscans, they can certainly be manufac­ 
tured here with an equal facility and 
profit. 
B ut the H e r a l d desires to dwell on 
another aspect of the m atter. 
The 
writer, about a year ago, made on the 
cars, on a trip to San Francisco, the 
acquaintance of a gentleman interested 
in the natural gas wells of Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania. 
He had spent several 
weeks in the neighborhood of Los Ange­ 
les and had exam ined the country very 
critically. 
He expressed unhesitatingly 
the opinion that there was as much 
natural gas in the vicinity of Los Angeles 
as there was inW estern Pennsylvania, and 
he regretted that his business engage­ 
m ents were so exigent that he could not 
himself join in the work of exploiting our 
natural gas measures. 
As we passed 
Lang’s Station he pointed out the im ­ 
mense measures of the very finest decom­ 
posed limestone which could be thrown 
out here at an expense, including trans­ 
portation, of not more than a couple of 
dollars a ton, against the $18 a ton which 
the Pittsburg glass manufacturer would 
have to pay for a similar, or really an in­ 
ferior grade of material. 
The writer, in the early days of oil de­ 
velopment in the present great produ­ 
cers, had many opportunities of examin 
ing the surface indications of what are 
now the great natural gas producing re 
gione in the world. 
He has seen appa­ 
rently better indications within a radius 
of a mile and a half from the Los Ange­ 
les courthouse than 
he 
saw there. 
There can be no harm and niay be much 
good in trying the experim ent of boring 
for this gas on a large scale. 
If it were 
oncp secured we may be assured that our 
climatic 
and 
horticultural attractions 
would not monopolize the attention of 
our own people and th at of the stranger 
within our gates. 
Manufactures would 
spring up like magic, and the possibilities 
of our future would be rounded out 
symmetrically. 
Mr. Wicks and his associates have 
struck a most promising lode end they 
should exploit it for all that it is worth. 
We shall not only pipe oil but we should 
develop and pipe natural gas into Los 
Angeles as a basis of m any staples which 
we ean manufacture here to great ad 
vantage if we are once assured cheap 
fuel. 


■ n lld Up Our C ity. 
Our citizens are becoming wide awake 
to the necessity of building up the city 
and developing, the resources of the 
country. This is going on at a rapid rate, 
but every effort ought to be made to keep 
up the movement and to accelerate the 
pace. That it is going on rapidly is suf­ 
ficiently evidenced by these facts: Mr. 


his company in Los Angeles City had in­ 
creased $50,000, or at the rate of 9 per cent, 
over the corresponding period in 1887. 
That is at the rate of one per cent, per 
m onth—a very material increase. 
Later 
in the day Mr. Seyler, of the Southern 
Pacific Company, was encountered, and 
he said th at the businees of the railroad 
in this place had increased for the nine 
months in cash receipts by forty-five per 
cent., or at the rate of five per cent, per 
month over the record of a year ago. 
Here is another instance of how* thiugB 
are moving here: 
A large five-story 
business block is just being finished in 
the center of the city. 
It has cost for 
ground and structure more than $250,000. 
There is excellent authority for the state­ 
m ent that the rents of the premises will 
more than repay those who put it up 
all their money back in four years. 
No 
wonder there is plenty of activity 
building in this city. 
But there is one building we badly 
need. T hat is a thorough!}' fine, well- 
equipped hotel. One citizen at a meeting 
of business men on Monday last said he 
would be one of two hundred and fifty 
to give $1,000 to set manufactories on 
foot in this city. It would be an ex­ 
cellent thing if there could be found two 
hundred and fifty to five hundred men i: 
Los Angeles to put their shoulder to the 
wheel and build the big Main and Tenth 
street hotel hotel. Then we could invite 
the people of the East who represent 
capital to come here and stay a while. 
With this Bection, “ Seeing has been be­ 
lieving” with a veugeance. If the tour­ 
ist will but come and see he will be 
conquered. 
By all means let us attract 
him to come.

We know of 110 state1 man in the Demo­ 
cratic party who has More clearly or con­ 
cisely defined the atti.ude of that party 
on the tariff than J a n e s A. Garfield, the 
Republican Presiden'. 
H is fixed views 
upon the principles • hat should govern 
the tariff are conm tent with 
every 
official expression of the Democratic or­ 
ganization and with the definitions of 
the recognized leaders of the party. 
In 
the course of a speech on this subject in 
Congress on the 4th of June, 1878, he 
said: 
I believe th a t we ought to seek that 
point of stable equilibrium somewhere 
between a prohibitory tariff on the one 
hand and a tariff that gives no protection 
on the other. 
W hat is that point of 
stable equilibrium ? In my judgm ent it 
is th is : A rate so liigb that foreign pro­ 
ducers cannot flood our markets and 
break down our home manufacturers, 
but not so high as to keep them alto­ 
gether out, enabling our manufacturers 
to combine and raise prices, nor so high 
as to stim ulate an unnatural and un­ 
healthy growth of manufactures. 
In 
other words, I would have the duty so 
adjusted that every American industry 
can fairly live and make fair profits; and 
yet so low that if our manufacturers at­ 
tempted to put up prices unreasonably 
the competition from abroad would come 
in and bring down prices to a fair rate. 
Such a tariff I believe would be sup­ 
ported by the great majority of Am­ 
ericana. 
The views enunciated by the martyr 
President are consistent with the prin­ 
ciples laid down in the Democratic plat­ 
forms of 1884 and 1888, and with those 
enunciated by President Cleveland in his 
message to 
Congress last December. 
General Garfield with the prescience of a 
statesman foresaw exactly what has come 
to pass from an unreasonably high tariff. 
The trusts that have combined to keep 
down the supply of their goods in our 
markets and to raise their prices to the 
highest notch the tariff will allow, are an 
outgrowth of the disregard of the Re 
publican party 
of

statesman. 
The fact that the 
high 
'protection 
principle has led to these “ combines’ 
and their concomitant periodical lock­ 
outs has 
made 
ridiculous 
the 
pet 
claim of the Republican party that high 
tariff secures high wages to labor. It is 
true that the “ protected” American oper­ 
ator gets as high as a dollar a day in 
some cases; but when ke is compelled 
by the inevitable operation of the trust 
principle to lie idle one-half or one- 
quarter of the year, it can hardly be said 
that high protective tariff raises his pay 
in the long run above that of the pauper 
labor of Europe. 


llla lu c Versus B la in e . 
Mr. Blaine in his Chicago speech s a id : 
Mr. Mills proposes to take the tariff 
from wool, and to give to our manufac­ 
turers wool from Australia as cheap as 
they get it in England. 
How shall we 
make woolen goods here to compete with 
the cheap woolen goods in England un­ 
lees we reduce the wages of the working 
men far below that now paid ? 
The in­ 
evitable result 
must be one of two 
thinge—that we shall lose the market for 
wools in this country, or must reduce the 
wages of laboring men from 30 to 45 per 
cent. 


We have no great respect for Mr. 
Blaine as an authority; but he is good 
enough for the purpose of confuting him ­ 
self. 
W hen he was Secretary of State 
under Mr. Garfield, he made a report to 
Congress on the subject of American 
and foreign wages. In th a t report he 
said that the “ inequality iu the wages 
of English and American operatives is 
more than equalized by the 
greater 
efficiency of the latter and their longer 
hours of labor.” 
He further said in the 
same report ‘ ‘that each American operat­ 
ive works up as much raw m aterial as 
two British operatives, turning out $1.50 
worth of manufactures to the British 
operative’s $1 worth.” H ere is, from 
Mr. Blaine’s own official declaration, 60 
per cent, of efficiency in favor of the 
American operative, more than enough 
to make up for the fanciful reduction 
which he says the protected woolen mills 
will have to exact if we adm it wool free 
so as to compete with British manufac­ 
turers. As to his assertion about losing 
the m arket for woolen goods in this 
country, the answer is that the Mills bill 
looks out for that by keeping the tariff on 
foreign im ports high enough to prevent 
competition.

F o r t W a y n e , Ind., October 10.—In 
accordance with the announced pro­ 
gramme Judge Thurm an and party took 
the regular train for this city. 
At thi 
Indianapolis depot a hearty cheer was 
given by the crowd there assembled as a 
“God speed” to the Judge and party. 
Arcadia is a small station whose Demo­ 
crats had telegraphed ahead askiug a 
brief speech, and when the train came to 
a stop several hundred cheering people 
were in waiting with banners. W ithout 
waiting for an introduction to the people, 
whose cheers showed th at nope was 
needed, Judge Thurm an and Governor 
Gray spoke briefly. Among the banners 
in the crowd was one with pictures of 
Cleveland and Thurm an, with mottoes 
under them . This caught Judge Thur­ 
man’s eye, and when Governor Gray 
concluded he 
pointed to it, saying, 
“ There is the best thing I have seen yet: 
‘Give us four years mure of honest gov­ 
ernm ent.’ That is the thing; th at’s the 
banner under which you will march to 
victory.” 
At this the crowd cheered for Thurm 
and Gray. As the train pulled out one 
enthusiast shouted: “ Now holler again,” 
and they did so. 
Four or five hundred people stood in 
the rain at Tipton and cheered enthusi­ 
astically.

At Kokomo a crowd of 1,500, on the tops 
of freight cars, on the platform and on the 
track, cheered again and again.

Thurman hardly had time to thank them 
before the train started. Another crowd 
equally as large and every bit as enthusi­ 
astic, greeted the Judge at Peru, where 
the private car was coupled to the W a­ 
bash train.

Gray 
both 
spoke 
briefly. 
When 
W abash 
was 
reached, 
a 
crowd of 1,000 cheered at the sight of the 
Judge, who introduced Governor Gray, 
and they shouted more than ever.

A Ship’s Strangely Eventful 
Voyage. 


COOLIES DEPART FOR VANCOUVER 


A Los Angeles Man Held for M ur­ 
der—A Variety of Interest­ 
ing: Coast News. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the H er a ld. | 
San F rancisco, October 10.—A strange 
tale of hardships of a sea voyage which 
ends in unveiling the mystery of a mur­ 
der in this city two years ago, just comes 
to hand. 
Last Sunday evening the 
British ship Childwell, Captain Watson, 
arrived here, two hundred and twenty- 
nine days from Bombay, but being im­ 
mediately ordered into quarantine, little 
was lenrned of her voyage until 
now. 
A few days after leaving 
Bombay the captain discovered that 
there 
were 
several 
stowaways 
on board. They were set to work, but it 
was soon found that they were conspir­ 
ing with the crew to overpower the offi 
cers and take command of the ship. 
Meeting the ship Matterhorn, Watson 
arranged to have this ship take charge of 
the stowaways. On looking for the stow­ 
aways, one of them knocked down the 
chief officer with a crowbar and tried to 
strangle him. The second officer, 
in assisting was nearly choked to 
death. Captain then went down into 
the forehokl, when the stowaways 
charged on and nearly killed him with 
missies. He went down, however, and 
after a struggle and the firing of several 
shots by the Captain, they were over­ 
powered and placed on the Matterhorn. 
Then the crew mutinied. Later they de­ 
manded that the ship be taken to Hong­ 
kong, saying she was unseaworthy. The 
Captain refused, when they broke open 
the galley door and killed and cooked 
the live stock. The storm coming up the 
crew were again ordered to work, but 
instead showed 
fight, 
and 
only 
at the point of Winchester rifles were 
again locked up in the forecastle. The 
storm had caused the vessel to leak and 
for two days the captain and a small 
crew ran the vessel without a man of 
them closing an eye in sleep. Thence 
the captain sailed for Manilla and had 
the ship repaired and the crew still re­ 
fusing to work, they and the ship were 
ordered to Hongkong. There the crow 
was found guilty and were given 
various 
sentences. 
After 
starting 
with 
a 
new 
crew 
for 
this 
port, a typhoon struck them. Most of 
the crew were taken sick. One fell from 
a topsail, breaking an arm. Another 
knocked his hip out of joint. The seas 
tore away nearly every sail. A fresh 
supply of poultry and live stock were all 
drowned. The typhoon lasted three 
days. Afterward the vessel experienced 
a 
heavy 
shock 
of earthquake, 
causing 
the 
crew 
to 
be­ 
come frightened, thinking she had struck 
a rock. When near the coast of Japan 
another typhoon was encountered, which 
tore away a second part of the sails. The 
Captain says: I verily believed I would 
never reach land. 
When near the 
Hawaiian Island the ship was struck by 
a western gale which stove in the 
cabin and deck houses, and swept 
overboard everything on deck. Finally 
she reached here and it is now under­ 
stood the boatswain on the Childwell 
has conieseed to the knowledge of facts 
regarding the murder of Policeman Os- 
burn, in this city, two years ago, and 
which has ever since remained a mys­ 
tery.

W a s h in g t o n, October 16.—The Senate 
to day resumed consideration of the Tariff 
bill and was addressed by Cockrell. 
In the course of a long speech, read 
very rapidly, Cockrell contrasted the 
position of the two political parties as be­ 
tween the question of ultra protection 
and that of moderate rates oí duty. He 
argued against the Republican policy as 
incorporated in the Senate bill, and 
quoted from the speeches of such men as 
Senators Allison and Wilson, of Iowa, in 
the past years in opposition to high pro­ 
tective duties, while on the part of the 
Democracy he denied that it was a free 
trade party, and read an extract from 
Blaine’s “Twenty Years in Congress” to 
show that no proposition for the estab­ 
lishment of free trade had ever been 
seriously made in the United States. 
In connection with his speech Cockrell 
filed a communication from the Commis­ 
sioner of Internal Revenue to the effect 
that the removal of the tax on alcohol 
used in the arts and sciences would lead 
to extensive frauds in the collection of 
revenue on alcoholic beverages, as it 
would not be difficult to demethylate 
wood alcohol and make it fit for con­ 
sumption. 
Allison questioned the correctness of 
the Commissioners’ statement anil said 
that the system of using methylated 
spirits in the arts was allowed in England 
and Germany aud that current testimony 
in these countries was that spirits could 
not. be demethylated except by distil­ 
lation. 
Vest asserted that wood alcohol conld 
be converted into pure whisky and said 
that within the laBt three days he had 
seen the process carried on with a ma­ 
chine that cost only $22. The Senator 
had therefore been all right in recently 
objecting to the proposition. 
Allison said that if the Senator from 
Missouri had such a machine he could, 
in his bureau drawor, manufacture 
whisky. 
Vest asked Allison to use another form 
of expression, and not to speak of the 
machine as his (Vest’s). He had seen it 
in the office of the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner.

Spooner, of Wisconsin, next addressed 
the Senate. He excused himself for 
reading a prepared speech, but said his 
speech consisted largely of extracts from 
testimony given by Boards of Trade and 
other bodies before an English Parlia­ 
mentary Commission, showing that the 
result of free trade in its home was 
not satisfactory, and that there was 
a clamor for its overthrow, and 
a demand for itB abandonment. He in­ 
tended to prove, he said, that under the 
influence of free trade in Great Britain 
there had been for twelve years past, 
with slight intermissions, a serious de­ 
pression in industries and tiade and a 
depression in agriculture which defied a 
parallel. As against this he pointed to 
the marvellous growth and prosperity of 
the United States under the protective 
system The object lesson thus afforded, 
ho said, "was unanswerable in favor of 
the protective Bystem and against trying 
an experiment that would hamper the 
well-being of labor, and the growth and 
development of the country.”

Our Security From British 
Invasion. 


DEFENSIVE POWER OF Ol’R NAVY.

N e w Y o r k , October 15.— The W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the Sun reports 
an interview with Secretary W hitney, re­ 
garding the competency of the American 
navy, w ith interesting statem ents regard­ 
ing Canada’s 
military 
strength, the 
Fisheries question, etc. 
Regarding the 
probable result of an arm ed conflict be­ 
tween England and the United States 
over the Fisheries, the Secretary said that 
England would not go to war on the sub­ 
ject. 
She has already once substantially 
conceded the correctness of our ¡joint of 
view. 
He further said that the final re­ 
sult of any war would be the annexation 
of Canada to the United States. 
British 
naval supremacy and the geographical 
characteristics of the coasts of Great 
Britain preclude any idea of invasion and 
conquest by the United States. 
The 
trans - Atlantic transportation of m ili­ 
tary 
forces 
would 
be 
limited 
to 
British reinforcements 
to 
the 
gar­ 
risons 
in 
her American 
colonies. 
Hostile operation on the offensive would 
be carried on by the navy exclusively, 
and she would be confined to attem pts to 
occupy harbors and porta which might 
be compelled to pay contributions and 
to a blockade of the coast. Attem pts to 
capture the United States seaports or to 
blockade her coast cannot be successful 
except to a limited extent on the first 
outbreak of hostilities. 
Concerning a naval conflict, Great 
Britain could make no conquest of terri­ 
tory by her navy. 
She could land no 
forces. 
H er aim would be to get into 
our harbors and destroy property, but 
two can play at that game. Our coast 
cruisers would go at her commerce. That 
is what the conflict would resolve itself 
into on our side. 
Continuing the inter­ 
view at great length, and fortifying his 
statem ent with statistics, the Secretary 
said: 
“ Most of our cities are reach­ 
ed 
by narrow channels, easily de­ 
fended by torpedoes or mines. 
Shelling, 
etc., from a distance of eix cr eight miles 
is theoretically possible, but practically 
it is ineffective. 
Comparatively few 
American ports can be entered by the 
largest of British arm ed vessels, and 
m ost of these have difficult channels, 
capable of defense. 
San Francisco, the 
Puget Sound and Portland, Me., are, 
however, not capable of perfect torpedo 
defense. 
Long Island Sound and the 
Chesapeake would have to be defended 
by naval forces. 
In response to the query, “ Your opin­ 
ion, however, is that if ”we should get 
into a war with England we could make 
a good show for ourselves,” the Secre­ 
tary said: “ W ith the vessels in course 
of construction finished, wo certainly 
could. 
It is humiliating that we have no 
fighting ships, hut they will come in 
food time. 
We have a highly trained 
ody of officers and men in our naval 
service and who are organized perfectly. 
We know from day to day where every 
one of their ships is. 
We have complete 
data %8 to 
their characteristics and 
shortly we will have ships.”

Five years ago his laúd was in its raw 
state without a fruit tree on it. Last year 
he obtained $900 gross per acre from the 
“ Silver” and French pruue. 
This year 
he will receive for three acres of prunes 
and plums $2,700. He plants 108 trees to 
the acre. 
Joseph Rouiier, of Sacramento county, 
says he can “ demonstrate how an enter­ 
prising man can make himself 
and 
family comfortable, and even rich, with 
ten acres of bottom land if planted in 
French 
prunes.”

Last year 
he dried twenty tons from 600 trees (six 
acre9),and sold them in sacks for $4,000. 
Numerous other instances of similar 
incomes per acre might he cited, with 
name, locality and other details. These 
confirm tbo reasonable correctness of the 
report of the $1900 income of Jam es Lo- 
ney’s two acres of Pomona, an account 
of which was published in the Champion 
two weeks ago. 
Attention is called to the fact that Mr. 
Routier prefers “ rich bottom land”--of 
which there are thousands of acres in 
Chino valley. Mr. Anderson’s orchard 
is in rich bottom land near Visalia. They 
both emphasize the fact that the profits 
a.-e enlarged because expensive driers 
are unnecessary—labor, sun and cheap 
trava being all that are required here.
